Now
the drug “hae” him, He was a pathetlo
and harmless looking, shabby man beside
his wpruce and comely wife, In whose
cheeks bloomed the rosente vigor of coun-
try life,

Morgan, kalf dozed with Wdrugs, lay
Iast night under a counter on the mecand
floor af n Market streot dopartment stors,
Balf an hour after it had closed ita doors,
A watehman found him there, 1t looked
btad, because b was Johnnie's old trick—
this getting Into o store and hiding il
overybody was out. For than, In tha
pant, with his pals, he would atenl out In
the night and blow n safe and get away
with tha atore's ready cash. He served
two years for that In the Eastern Penl-
tentiary and after he got out was tried
on an old charge in Montgomery County
and served 18 months maore In Norris.
town Jall. He was a fres man again only
A fow weekn ngo, for the flrst time In
nearly four yenrs.

It was probably a question of sending
Johnnie Morgan to prison ngain to die
there. Him firat act on galning freedom
had evidently been to get drugs In some
manner.
